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GENERAL NOTES

1. ALL RUNWAYS, TAXIWAYS, AND APRONS SHALL BE KEPT OPEN TO AIRCRAFT TRAFFIC DURING
CONSTRUCTION EXCEPT AS NOTED IN THE CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY PLAN.

3. WHEN CONFLICTS ARISE BETWEEN CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITIES AND AIRCRAFT OPERATIONS AND
SAFETY, AIRCRAFT OPERATIONS AND SAFETY SHALL TAKE PRECEDENCE AND SHALL GOVERN. FINAL
AUTHORITY IN THE APPROVAL OF CONSTRUCTION SEQUENCING LIES WITH THE AIRPORT.

4. THE CONTRACTOR WILL BE PERMITTED TO STORE EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS AT THE LOCATIONS

. ANY UTILITY, INCLUDING AIRFIELD ELECTRICAL CABLE AND LIGHTS, DAMAGED BY
THE CONTRACTOR SHALL BE REPAIRED BY HIM AT HIS OWN EXPENSE IN A MANNER WHICH IS
SATISFACTORY TO THE ENGINEER, THE AIRPORT AND TO THE OWNER OF THE UTILITY. ANY REPAIRS

TO PREVENT LOOSE DEBRIS FROM BLOWING ONTO THE AIRFIELD.  CONTRACTOR STORAGE AND

13. TRASH AND DEBRIS SHALL BE CONTINUOUSLY MONITORED AND RECOVERED AS NECESSARY.

AIRFIELD. A LIST OF PERSONNEL AUTHORIZED TO WORK ON THE AIRFIELD SHALL BE PROVIDED TO
THE AIRPORT BY THE CONTRACTOR.

B. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL USE AN EXISTING GATE(S) FOR ACCESS TO THE AIRFIELD. THE
CONTRACTOR SHALL INSTALL AND MAINTAIN A HEAVY−DUTY PADLOCK ON THE ACCESS GATE. HE
SHALL PROVIDE KEYS FOR THIS PADLOCK TO THE RESIDENT ENGINEER AND THE AIRPORT. NO
ADDITIONAL KEYS ARE TO BE DISTRIBUTED UNLESS AUTHORIZED BY THE AIRPORT.

C. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR KEEPING THE ACCESS GATE(S) CLOSED DURING
WORK HOURS. IF THE CONTRACTOR CHOOSES TO LEAVE THE GATE(S) OPEN, THEN HE SHALL
POST A COMPETENT SECURITY GUARD TO PREVENT UNAUTHORIZED ENTRIES. THE CONTRACTOR
SHALL REPLACE ANY UNSATISFACTORY SECURITY GUARDS IF SO DIRECTED.

D. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL OBTAIN ALL NECESSARY PERMITS AND TEMPORARY EASEMENTS FOR
THE ACCESS ROAD(S) SHOWN AND SHALL COMPLY WITH ALL TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNAGE
REQUIRED BY THE CITY, COUNTY, TOWNSHIP, OR I.D.O.T..

E. DURING ADVERSE WEATHER THE CONTRACTOR SHALL MAINTAIN ACCESS TO THE WORK AT NO
ADDITIONAL COST TO THE CONTRACT. NO EXTENSION OF CONTRACT TIME WILL BE CONSIDERED
FOR DELAYS DUE TO LACK OF ADEQUATE ACCESS TO THE WORK SITE.

F. THE CONTRACTOR WILL CLOSE AND LOCK THE ACCESS GATE(S) UPON LEAVING THE SITE.

G. ALL COSTS RELATING TO CONTRACTOR’S ACCESS AND SECURITY SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY
OF THE CONTRACTOR.

13. ALL CONSTRUCTION TRAFFIC OPERATING ON, OR CROSSING ACTIVE AIRFIELD PAVEMENTS SHALL BE

4. PROTECTION OF NAVIGATION AIDS (NAVAIDS)                     

1. CONTRACTOR ACCESS SHALL BE AS NOTED BELOW AND AS
SHOWN ON THE SITE PLAN AND CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY PLAN
SHEETS.

2. THE CONTRACTOR IS TO ACCESS THE SITE USING THE ENTRANCES
SHOWN OR AS DESIGNATED BY THE AIRPORT.

3. CONTRACTOR EMPLOYEES MAY BE REQUIRED TO OBTAIN AN

CONTAINING MATERIAL DELIVERIES (AGGREGATE, CONCRETE,
ETC.) SHALL BE REQUIRED TO SUBMIT THEIR NAME, DRIVER’S

TRUCKING COMPANY TO THE PRIME CONTRACTOR PRIOR TO

5. THE CONTRACTOR’S STORAGE AND STAGING AREA WILL BE AS
SHOWN IN THE SITE PLAN.

6. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL KEEP A RECORD OF THE NAMES OF ALL
EMPLOYEES ENTERING THE JOB SITE ON A DAILY BASIS.  A
RECORD OF EACH SUBCONTRACTOR ENTERING THE JOB SITE
SHALL ALSO BE KEPT BY THE CONTRACTOR.

7. WHEN THE CONTRACTOR IS NOT WORKING, EQUIPMENT SHALL BE
STORED AT THE STAGING AREA.

8. THE CONTRACTOR WILL BE PERMITTED TO STORE EQUIPMENT
AND MATERIALS ONLY AT THE LOCATIONS SHOWN.  PARKED
EQUIPMENT AND MATERIAL STOCKPILES SHALL NOT PENETRATE
SURFACES DEFINED BY F.A.R. TITLE 14 PART 77 − OBJECTS

9. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL THOROUGHLY CLEAN ALL
CONSTRUCTION AREAS AND HAUL ROUTES WHICH WILL BE
OPENED TO AIR TRAFFIC TO THE SATISFACTION OF AIRPORT
OPERATIONS OR THE RESIDENT ENGINEER.  A POWER BROOM AND
OPERATOR SHALL BE ON SITE AT ALL TIMES WHEN ACTIVE
PAVEMENTS ARE UTILIZED FOR CONSTRUCTION TRAFFIC.

10. ALL PAVEMENTS, DRIVES OR ANY OTHER AREAS UTILIZED BY THE

4. IN THE EVENT OF AN EMERGENCY, THE CONTRACTOR SHALL CALL
911.

9. NOTIFICATION OF CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITIES                     

1. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL INSPECT THE JOBSITE DAILY TO ENSURE
COMPLIANCE WITH THE CSPP.  THE CHECKLIST FOUND IN
APPENDIX 3 OF FAA AC 150/5370−2 (LATEST EDITION) MAY BE USED
TO AID IN THE INSPECTIONS.

2. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL ATTEND A FINAL INSPECTION OF EACH
PHASE WORK AREA PRIOR TO OPENING THE AREA TO AIRPORT
OPERATIONS.

10. INSPECTION REQUIREMENTS                     

1. IT WILL BE NECESSARY FOR THE CONTRACTOR TO MAKE HIS/HER
OWN FIELD INVESTIGATION TO DETERMINE THE EXACT LOCATION
OF THE UNDERGROUND UTILITIES AT CRITICAL POINTS.  THE
LOCATION OF UNDERGROUND UTILITIES AS INDICATED ON THE
PLANS HAS BEEN OBTAINED FROM EXISTING RECORDS. NEITHER
THE OWNER NOR THE ENGINEER ASSUMES ANY RESPONSIBILITY IN
RESPECT TO THE ACCURACY, COMPLETENESS OR SUFFICIENCY
OF THE INFORMATION.

2. BEFORE INITIATING ANY DIGGING, DRILLING OR EXCAVATING ON
THE AIRPORT PROPERTY, THE CONTRACTOR SHALL CALL
J.U.L.I.E. AND CONTACT THE LOCAL FAA OFFICE TO ARRANGE FOR
UTILITY LOCATES.  SEE SECTION 70−17 OF THE SPECIAL
PROVISIONS FOR UTILITY CONTACT INFORMATION.

11. UNDERGROUND UTILITIES                     

1. NONCOMPLIANCE BY THE CONTRACTOR WITH AIRPORT RULES
AND REGULATIONS OR FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH THE AIRPORT’S
APPROVED CSPP AND THE CONTRACTOR’S APPROVED SPCD MAY
RESULT IN FINES AS ALLOWED BY LAW.

12. PENALTIES                     

1. ADJACENT CONSTRUCTION MAY IMPACT THE OPERATIONS OF THE
CONTRACTOR.  SEE THE COORDINATION NOTES FOR ADDITIONAL
INFORMATION.

2. THE CONTRACTOR’S OPERATIONS MAY BE CURTAILED OR
SUSPENDED DUE TO LOW VISABILITY, SNOW/ICE ACCUMULATION
AND REMOVAL, AIRCRAFT EMERGENCIES, OR SECURITY
BREACHES AT THE DISCRTETION OF THE AIRPORT DUTY MANAGER.

3. THE CONTRACTOR WILL BE NOTIFIED OF ANY REQUIRED
INTERRUPTIONS OF CONSTRUCTION OPERATIONS BY THE
AIRPORT DUTY MANAGER.

13. SPECIAL CONDITIONS                     

1. RUNWAY AND TAXIWAY CLOSURES ARE REQUIRED FOR THIS
PROJECT.   THE CONTRACTOR SHALL USE MARKING, LIGHTING AND
SIGNS THAT FOLLOW THE REQUIREMENTS OF FAA AC 150/5370−2
(LATEST EDITION).

2. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL PLACE AND MAINTAIN RUNWAY CLOSURE
MARKERS AND BARRICADES MARKING THE CLOSURE OF RUNWAYS
AND/OR TAXIWAYS AS SHOWN ON THE CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY
PLAN SHEETS.

14. RUNWAY AND TAXIWAY VISUAL AIDS                     

1. BARRICADES AND SIGNS SHALL BE USED ALONG THE
CONTRACTOR’S ACCESS ROUTE AS DETAILED ON THIS SHEET AND
THE CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY PLAN SHEET.

15. MARKING AND SIGNS FOR ACCESS ROUTES
